President’s Remarks 


Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees : 

We are here to-night by the will of the people of this 
municipality, to organize for the work before us. Let there 
be unity of purpose in our councils, each and all using our 
best endeavors for advancement, improvement and success, 
I shall from time to time call your attention to the needs and 
demands of our citizens, and urge upon you to comply with 
requests for needed improvement. For the street department 
there is special work. The village has wisely instructed you 
to extend the permanent roadway on Merchants Bow and 
I Center street, which has been so auspiciously begun. More 
' sidewalks will be needed and other work will claim much 
valuable time of the trustees; but you have accepted the 
trust and we know you all will do your duty. The fire depart¬ 
ment will receive your unanimous support. T3ie brave and 
gallant men in its ranks must be protected in their reasonable 
demands for its proper equipment, that its service may be a 
protection and pride to every citizen. To furnish police pro¬ 
tection is a duty imposed upon the trustees. Order in our 
streets and public assemblies must be maintained. Men of 
courage, energy and discretion are needed for this service. 
Well lighted streets at the lowest possible price is what the 
people demand. Keeping all these things in mind we should 
act wisely for the good of this people. 

Trustee Slack moved that the President’s remarks voiced 
the sentiment of the Board and the motion was unani¬ 
mously passed.

To the Taxpayers of the Village of Rutland : 

In obedience to municipal law your Trustees herewith sub¬ 
mit a detailed statement of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending Feb, 28, 1893, and trust it will meet the 
approval of the taxpayers. We have endeavored to adminis¬ 
ter the affairs of the village in the most economical manner, 
checking needless expenditures everywhere and making per¬ 
manent and substantial improvements in sewerage, sidewalks 
and streets. One water bond has been paid, reducing the 
bonded indebtedness $5,000,

STREET LIGHTS. 

After advertising for and receiving cealed proposals for 
lighting the streets with electricity, we made a contract for 
the balance of the year with the Rutland Electric Light Co. 
at 16 1-5 cents per light each night for 12 o’clock lights, and 
37 cents each per light for all night lights. We have added 
eight more 12 o’clock lights in different parts of the village. 
You are now burning 56 lights until 12 o’clock and eight all 
night lights. 

There are a few more places where new lights are needed. 
We would recommend that the number be slightly increased 
the coining year.

Village Attorney’s Report, 


Office of Village Attorney. ) 
March 4, 1891. 3 

To the Taxpayers of the Village of Rutland : 

Every intelligent taxpayer who fully and properly realizes 
the responsibilities which should but does not always accom¬ 
pany citizenship, naturally look for a report at the end of each 
fiscal year from such officers of the village government as are 
entrusted w r ith the discharge of duties of special importance 
in the administration of village affairs. 

I, therefore, as your attorney, respectfully desire to report 
that at the time of my call by the present Board of Trustees to 
the official honor and responsibilities of the attorneyship, the 
; outlook in the courts in suits in which the village was inter¬ 
ested was not of a very encouraging character. The follow¬ 
ing cases were then in the courts, namely: 

Charles E. Bates vs. Village, Charles E. Bates and wife 
vs. Village and the ease of John A. Sheldon vs. Village. 

In these cases, particularly the first two named, litigation 
of a protracted and expensive character was promised on the 
one hand and expected on the other. 

The people are, I assume, already familiar with the cir¬ 
cumstances of the accident to Mrs. C. E, Bates, and which 
created a basis for the Bates suits against the village. 

The case of Charles E. Bates and wife vs. Village was 
tried by jury at the September term of the Rutland County 
Court, 1889, and a judgment was rendered for the plaintiff in 
the sum of $2,500 and the taxable costs. Messrs. Butler and 
Moloney, attorneys, carried the case to the Supreme Court on 
exceptions, and the same was heard at the January term, 1890. 
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In the decision rendered the Supreme Court held that 
the village was only a highway district of the town, that the 
trustees and street commissioner were, so far as the highways 
are concerned, agents of the state and not agents of the village 
or town, and that the village was not liable for any misfeasance 
or malfeasance of those officers with respect to the highways, 
while they were in charge of their duties as agents of the state 
in building or repairing highways* In short the whole trend 
of the court’s opinion sustained tlie material points of defense 
made in behalf of the village. The village was held not 
liable. The only charges which the village has been mailed 
upon to pay are those made by its attorneys, a record of 
which may be found elsewhere in the general expense account. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court in the Bates suit 
is exceedingly important to the taxpayers of the village, 
inasmuch as it most effectually stems the tide of litiga¬ 
nt ion to which the village has been made a party, and 
which has grown out of the haps and mishaps so frequent¬ 
ly occurring on the sidewalks and highways of the village. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in the Bates suit throws 
up an excellent barrier between those unfortunates who receive 
injuries on the sidewalks and highways of the village and the 
village treasury, and hereafter it is to be hoped that such sums | 
of money as in the past have been turned by the village into 
the channels of this class of litigation may be directed in mak¬ 
ing such improvements in roadbeds and sidewalks as the steady 
growth of population and the spirit of enterprise unmistaka¬ 
bly demands. The case of John A. Sheldon vs. the village, in 
County Court, has been settled and discontinued. In this case 
the village was only called upon to pay a small bill of costs, 
which item may he found in the general expense account. 
This suit resulted from the inadequacy of drainage pipes to 
carry their burdens in times of freshets, and in consequence 
of which the damage complained of by Mr. Sheldon resulted. 
Mr. S., however, kindly and liberally consented to withdraw 
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his suit in case the village made the necessary repairs in the 
drainage, which was immediately attended to and put in a 
state of good repair by your trustees. The Municipal Court 
for the village has pending two suits against the village, 
namely: Lord vs. Tillage and Townsend vs. the Village. 
These suits were brought, as it appears to your attorney, to 
recover damages largely, if not wholly, imaginary, in conse¬ 
quence of high water which hooded the basement of a build¬ 
ing on Church street, where the plaintiffs had stored some 
very poor second-hand furniture, junk, etc. The confessions 
of the plaintiffs in these suits immediately following the dam¬ 
ages claimed and sued for were of such a character as to leave 
little room for doubt that they then expected what they sinc e 
received from the village, i. e., nothing. 

The regulation number of small suits were brought dur¬ 
ing the year against private parties employed by the village 
on its public works. In this class of cases the village was 
invariably cited to appear as trustee. These cases were each 
and all attended to in their order, without detriment to the 
village. 

I desire in this connection to say that Mr. Chas. B. 
Mann, as village clerk, and on whom service in this class of 
cases was made, was at all times vigilant in looking cau¬ 
tiously after the interests of the village. Too much cannot be 
said of his efficiency in looking after general details of village 
work of importance to the people. 

The vigilance of your Board of Trustees in avoiding new 
litigation and in adjusting the old to the best possible advan¬ 
tage to the taxpayers, I believe to be unequaled in the admin¬ 
istration of village affairs.

Report of the Chief of Police. 

To the President and Board of Trustees of the Village of 

Rutland. 

In compliance with your request, I hereby submit the 
annual report of the Police Department. 

The police force of the village now consists of eleven 
commissioned officers, of whom eight are special policemen, 
and three are assigned for regular night duty. 

I would recommend the appointment of one police officer 
for duty through the day, and one more in addition to the 
night force. 

The arrests made by the police during the year ending 
March 1st, 1891, are as follows :

In addition to the above the police have furnished lodg¬ 
ing to forty-two poor persons. 

They have found the doors of stores unlocked during the 
night time on sixteen different occasions, and have cared for 
the same. 

A few disturbances have been quelled without making 
arrests.

To the President and Board of Trustees : 

There is little of interest to the village in a financial way 
for me to report. 

The court has exclusive original jurisdiction of all actions 
for violations of the Tillage By-Laws, bnfno cases have been 
brought to the attention of the court of this character. It is 
presumed, therefore, that there has been no such unlawful 
acts. 

No cases have been before the court in which the rights 
of the village were involved. 

The business of the court has been transacted as hereto¬ 
fore in the Tillage Hall, a place, as is well known, totally un¬ 
fit for the transaction of any kind of business. And yet more 
civil causes have been tried and disposed of during the past 
year than during any previous year* 

The best results cannot be accomplished without the 
necessary facilities. 

Since my last report, causes have been heard with par¬ 
ties or witnesses from Mt. Holly, Weston, Clarendon, Wells, 
Brandon, West Rutland, Proctor, Pittsford and other towns 
in the county, any one of which has better rooms and 
facilities for the holding of justice courts than is afforded 
the Rutland Municipal Court. 

With suitable court room, clerks office and police head¬ 
quarters, much of the business now transacted in private 
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offices, where the files are inaccessible, and where no one is 
responsible for them and the records are not to be found, 
would be transacted in the court as is the case in the city of 
Burlington. 

I suggest that a committee be appointed to take this 
matter into consideration and report.

Health Officer's Report

Rutland, Vt, 5 March 1st, 1891. 

To Jie Honorable President and Trustees of the Village 

of Rutland :— 

The Health Department begs leave to submit the follow¬ 
ing report of work accomplished during the past year, 
together with some suggestions relative to the future welfare 
and cleanliness of our village. 

First of all, allow me to earnestly thank you for the very 
generous support and assistance which I have received at 
your hands, by your wise counsels tiding us over rough and 
rugged places in safety. 

The past year lias been one extremely free from general 
epidemics. Measles have prevailed to some extent but not in 
a very general way. Diphtheria, which is dreaded almost as 
much as small pox, has not prevailed in an epidemic form. A 
few isolated cases have occurred during the past year. 

Scarlatina has been almost unknown, only two cases hav¬ 
ing been reported. Neither lias typhoid fever had its strong¬ 
hold in this community which the history of some years has 
realized. The general drift of disease may be seen from the 
appended classification. The health of some localities has 
been much imperiled by defective and open sewers. 

Tour Honorable Board has been quick to heed the sugges¬ 
tions of the Health Officer in repairing old and in building 
new sewers. If you scan the list of nuisances and look for 
their causes, you find dry closets (closets not connected with 
the sewer) to be the prime factor in the cause of complaint. 
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Compost heaps are numerous and the source of a great 
deal of trouble. Next coming in the list is decaying vegeta¬ 
ble matter in the rear of blocks and dwellings in the more j 
thickly settled portions of our village. 

No expense has been incurred on the part of the village 
by the service of writs or officers 5 fees. 

The scavenger service, although not so efficient as we 
would wish it to be, yet effectual as it is, it costs the village 
nothing. The owmere of property have entirely defrayed this 
expense. A suggestion to the inhabitants of Rutland would 
be: Provide better sewerage facilities and in this way dis¬ 
pose of a large percentage of dry closets, and you dispose of 
the most fruitful cause of nuisance complaints and add mate¬ 
rially to the cleanliness of localities. 

Provide some limited scavenger service for removing 
filth that cannot be awarded to any individual in particular or 
traced to any particular source. 

Provide proper inspection of all plumbing that it may be 
done in accordance with the most approved methods. 

In this way you abolish the most dangerous of all death¬ 
traps in each and every household. Especially vrnuld I call 
your attention to the condition of the school buildings, their 
ventilation and the condition of their various closets, asking 
that you spare neither pains nor money to make them all as 
perfect as some of our buildings are, and thus make the home ; 
of our little folks as perfect as sanitary law will permit.
